Bill to Punish State Property Vandals 


State Representative Edward 
E. Mah&l&k (D) of Romulus, 
reports that wanton 
destruction and vandalism on 
state property, including state 
parks and recreation areas, has 
reached the point that he has 
signed as a co-sponsor of House 
Bill No. 2024, introduced Jan. 
13 by Rep. Richard A. Young, 
(D) of Dearborn Heights. 

"This bill not only defines 
the crime of this kind of 
vandalism, but provides the 
penalties for violating its 
provisions as including 
reimbursement to the state for 
three times the value of the 
damage, as determined by the 
court,” said Representative 
Mahalak. 

“In Section I, the bill states: 
‘It is unlawful to destroy, 
damage or remove any tree, 
shrub, wildflower or other 
vegetation, or to destroy, 
damage, deface or remove any 
state property in any state park 
or recreation area.”

MAHALAK SAID that the 
bill also provides that “in every 
case of conviction the court 
shall enter judgment in favor of 
the state and against the 
defendant for liquidated 
damages in a sum as provided, 
and the department of natural 
resources shall, with the 
assistance of the prosecuting 
attorney, collect the award by 


execution or otherwise. If two 
or more defendants are 
convicted, the judgment for 
damages shall be entered 
against them jointly.” 


He added that a further 
provision provides that all sums 
collected shall be credited to 
the Parks’ Division operations 
account and used for repairs. 


Motorist Kills Horse

ROMULUS - A group of 35 
homemakers were surprised to 
hear prominent retailers 
indicted by Warren Fischer, 
Advertising Consultant and 
Consumer Fraud investigator 
Thursday at Hayti School. 

At a meeting jointly 
sponsored by the PTA Council, 
Office of Economic 
Opportunity, and Family and 
Neighborhood Services, Fischer 
impartially attacked retailers, 
newspapers, radio stations, 
automobile dealerships, 
door-to-door salespeople, and 
installment practices. 

The Better Business Bureau 
did not escape Fischer’s 
a’tention, and he described 
their operation as "cheap 
therapy.” “They listen,” 
cautioned Fischer, “but there’s 
no action." 

“Scream,” advised Fischer. 
“Tell your neighbor when 
you've had a bad deal! Buy 
where the rich man buys, not 
from the local merchant who 
lives around the corner. Go 
out to Birmingham to buy 
your used cars. They have good 
cars. They have to work right. 
You may find even better 
credit terms,” he added. 

Another tip Fischer offered 
was to “assume there’s no one 
as stupid as your husband. 
Leave him at home if he is 
going to try to bargain." 
Fischer warned that the 
average consumer is not an 
expert on cars or furniture and 
is not able to beat the salesman 
at his own business. 


“Never spend more than two 
minutes in a store which has a 
negotiable price,” said Fischer. 
“Always, always walk out if 
they don’t have a fixed price. 
Be suspicious of car dealers 
who “over pay” on a trade-in,” 
Fischer says, “They are not 
giving anything away.” 

“Never buy at the door,” he 
said further, “Nor on the 
phone.” “Hang up,” was his 
advice for picture, magazine or 
insurance salespeople. “And 
never believe you’ve yvon a 
prize.” 

“Make the guilty suffer,” 
was his admonishment. “Tell 
everyone about the 
unscrupulous, complain to the 
president and get 100 cents for 
every do>ar, c urged.

Senior Citizens Air Problems at Hearing 


Senior citizens literally laid 
their problems before the 
Michigan Commission on Aging 
at the first in a series of 
legislative hearings in the 
City-County Building in 
Detroit, Friday, Jan. 10. 

Among the more than 200 
people present were 
representatives from the 
Inkster Senior Citizens 
Multi-Service Center, who 
brought three sacks of 
groceries and household 
supplies into the session to 
demonstrate what the Old Age 
Assistance (O A A ) food 
allowance of S32.00 a month 
can, or more accurately, 
cannot buy. 

The demonstration on behalf 
of an increased OAA fund 
budget was only one in a series 
of proposals presented to the 
Commission for possible 
transmission to the Legislature. 
• • • 

THE COMMISSION was 
urged to bring pressure to 
make the food stamp plan 
"accessible and comprehensible 
to older people.” 

Other persons testifying 
urged that the food stamp 
program be removed from the 
U.S. Department of 
Agriculture and be placed with 
an agency that would care 
more about the dignity of the 


individual and would do as 
much as possible to make the 
stamps readily available. 

One citizen said that the 
Department of Agriculture 
“knows a lot about pigs, but 
not much about old people.” 

Many senior citizens 
expressed concern over the 
high crime rate, and suggested 
that on the day older people 
receive their social security 
checks, they be provided 
“escort service" to banks and 
stores in the urban areas. 

It was suggested that this 
could be done as a community 
action project through block 
clubs, police or other groups. 
* ♦ • 

OTHER SUGGESTIONS 
offered to the Commission 
included: 

Establishing a welfare review 
board tc hear complaints 
concerning the demeaning 
attitude of workers in the 
Department of Social Services 
toward older clients; 

Up-dating the Slate 
Homestead Tax Exemption 
because thousands of seniors 
are no longer eligible due to 
the increase in the State 
Equalization value of their 
homesteads, and exemption 
from school taxes for senior 
citizens.

DAY AFTER DAY mam 
stories and reports are put 
forth to the public of new 
records by the major airlines 
of the nations. Most of the time 
the public is informed of new 
records relative to every phase 
of the aviation industry: Pass- 
engers, air cargo and new 
record flights. 

In the maze of stories that 
glamorize and exploit these 
achievements, in most cases 
they all pertain to larger 
domestic and international 
carriers. Very seldom does 
one hear of the medium, feeder 
regional airlines. These small- 
er airlines, while not enjoying 
the routings, huge aircraft and 
backings, do a man-sized job 
in their own right. 

One of the top regional car- 
riers in the United States, North 
Central Airlines, just com- 
pleted the greatest year in its 
21 -year history of operations 
with the highest air passenger 
and traffic records. 

This announcement was made 
this past week by David E, 
Moran, North Central's vice 
president of traffic and sales. 
Yearly, monthly and daily 
records were literally smashed 
as 3,013,816 passengers took to 
the air on North Central's air 
fleet. This impressive gain was 
28 percent over 1967.

One Crusader’s 

Reason

I t was at a holiday party, around 
the punch bowl, that a friend 
suddenly asked me: “Why don’t 
you get off the nigger kick? People like 
your column better when it’s funny. You 
make them angry and uncomfortable 
with all that equal rights stuff. Why do 
you do it, anyway?” 

“I’m certainly glad you asked,” I 
answered. “Let me take a short swim 
across this bowl and I shall recite for you 
a poem which may help us to find an 
answer.” 

The poem was written by Countee 
Cullen and it goes like this: 

Once riding in old Baltimore, 
Heart-filled, head-filled with glee, 

I saw a Baltimorean 
Keep looking straight at me. 

Now 1 was eight and very small, 

And he was no whit bigger 

And so I smiled, but he poked out 

His tongue, and called me, “Nigger.” 

I saw the whole of Baltimore 
From May until December; 

Of all the things that happened there 
That’s all that I remember. 

It tears me up to see a little kid hurt. I 
don’t care if he’s yellow, green or mauve. 
It tears me up. I remember when the 
schools were integrated at Little Rock. 
TV had some pictures of a little black girl 
walking to school while white adults spat 
at her and called her names. Dear God. 
Things like that come back to haunt me 
years iater. 

So I sound off regularly and, if the 
thousands of words I write save one kid 
one hurt, that’s good enough for me. And 
if I help no one, it’s still a lot easier 
shaving every morning. 

My friend at the punch bowl was 
dubious. He questioned how I feel about 
black adults. “You are not even very 
sociable 'with white adults,” he charged, 
“so you probably don’t like Negro adults 
around you anymore than the average 
white guy.” 

I didn’t have a poetic answer to that 
one. So I hope there was a lot more 


reason than rhyme in my retort , which went 
like this: 

I am stumping for the day when I can 
be rude to a Negro jerk without feeling 
guilty. It’s not that I enjoy being rude to 
anyone. In fact. I’m all for good manners 
and my anti-social reputation results 
mostly from my efforts to avoid 
situations which might tempt me to be 
impolite (I avoid clubs and meetings 
because someone is always bringing up 
“new business” after the old business has 
already set my skin crawling toward the 
door.) However, life is too short, and 1 do 
reserve the right to be short with boors 
who might want to waste my time on 
foolishness while there’s a good pool 
game waiting in a friendly tavern. 

But I can’t cross the street when I see a 
black nut headed my way. I keep 
thinking his grandfather was a slave, his 
father was lynched for looking at a white 
woman, and his kids have been bitten by 
rats. And it is all because most white men 
are racists. This man and his people have 
suffered untold and undeserved agony 
and humiliation. 1 cannot add one ounce 
to that suffering. In fact, I must do 
something to make up for it. 

So that’s it. And I won’t be content 
until I can tell an NAACP official the 
same thing I’d tell the head of the DAR: 
"No, I can’t go to your meeting 
Thursday, that’s when the Winter 
Olympics is staged at Curley’s 
Poolroom.” 

Back at the punch bowl, my friend 
conceded I might have something. “But 
really, is there any satisfaction in writing 
that brotherhood stuff? Do you get any 
reward?” he asked. 

Ah, yes. The other day my daughter 
came home from junior high all excited 
about history class. 

“We’re studying about the underground 
railway during the Civil War, when white 
people broke the law to help slaves 
escape,” she said. “I told the kids that I 
bet my dad would have worked on the 
underground railway.” 

She’s learning. That’s all the reward I 
want. 


to record its first million- 
passenger year.

The fantastic efficien- 
cies and performance of the 
DC -9 pure jets, conversion of 
older aircraft to prop-jets, 
played very important parts in 
this program. 

The sleek DC-9 has become 
the workhorse of the North 
Central fleet. It can swish to 
Toronto, Canada, from Metro 
in 30 minutes with 100 passen- 
gers plus mail and cargo. By 
March of this year the entire 
airline will be jet-powered, 
boasting a fleet of ten 100- 
passenger DC-9 fan jets and 
supplemented by 34 prop-jet 
Convair 580's. 

Projected plans call for five 
additional DC -9 jets during the 
balance of the year. 

While establishing all these 
passenger and cargo records, 
North Central also achieved an 
outstanding operating perform- 
ance. Of major note among 
these was the one of the highest 
records set by carrier in the 
airlines industry, the flying of 
21,408,317 scheduled miles, of 
which 21,077,094 were flown for 
a completion factor of 98.5 
percent. 

This fabulous record is tri- 
bute to the personnel of this 
champion regional airline. Key 
people who quarterback manv 
of the local operations mane) 
their homes in Western W'aVne 
County. 

Airport Traffic Manager Dick 
Mendell and Tim Grote, district 
sales manager, are both West- 
land residents. Bob Borgerdine, 
regional manager, and Wayne 
Sherman, chief of operations, 
both make their home s in 
Wayne. 

Veteran pilots such as Cap- 
tain Wendell K. Howell and 
Wayne Lydecker have not only 
made their homes in Belleville 
for many years, but are very 
active in community affairs. 
Most of the local stewardesses 
reside at the Hampton House 
project in Romulus. 

A good many of the key air- 
line personnel have been with 
North Central since it inaugu- 
rated flight service in 1948. 
Since that time it has posted a 
record of haviqg carried 19 
million passengers and flown 
over 3.2 billion passenger 
miles. Nearby Metro Airport 
has seen the Initiation of most 
of those records.

T hat sad day came It 
hardly seemed possible 


that our two years in 
Tecoluca had come to an end. 
Actually it was a series of days, 
but, of course, we felt the big 
impact on the last day. 

About a month before our 
final day, we announced to the 
4-C clubs that we would soon 
be leaving. From then on each 
time we made home visits, it 
seemed like each family was 
giving us something. For 
example, various little 4-C girls 
gave us doilies, place mats, and 
tablecloths which they had 
made for 4-C projects the year 
before. 

We even received a sea-shell 
, ashtray, a hand colored paper 
turkey, anti a stuffed fish! But 
of greatest abundance were 
eggs and fruits and other 
produce which the families had 

grown at the time. 

• • * 

THE MOST "touching” 
example was when one of the 
poorest 4-C families gave us a 


live chicken. The children 
joined in as the mother and 
grandmother tried to catch it. 
Once it was caught and had its 
legs tied, they all presented it 
to us with big smiles and hugs. 
As we accepted it, looking at 
their small straw and cane 
house and then the 
malnutritioned children, we 
couldn’t help but feel guilty, 
but we knew that the worst 
insult would be to say “No." 
Then about a week before 
leaving, we received an 
invitation to a farewell dinner 
and dance by one of the 
“cantons” (rural community) 
4-C clubs. It rained that night. 

We arrived at the local health 
clinic where the celebration 
was held with mud up to our 
ankles and wet clothes. We ate 
in shifts of eight at a time. 
After the president of the 4-C 
club gave us a farewell speech, 
we all danced the “cumbia” 
(Latin American dance) until 
way into the night. It had 
stopped raining by then, so the 
moonlight guided us back 
home. 

• * * 

TWO DAYS later the town 
4-C Club honored us with a 
noon dinner. They received 
special permission to be 
excused from school that day 
to take care of the preparation 
of everything. It, too, ended in 
a dance which we were 
required to begin with a “baile 


a go^go” - American “go-go’ 
dance. 

Then the last day came. We 
were still busily putting our 
furniture onto a borrowed 
pick-up truck and running 
last-minute errands when in 
walked the members of 
another 4-C club with gifts for 
each of us, bought with money 
they had earned from a dance 
given the week before. That 
was really a surprise! 

AU morning 4-C members 
came to the house to tell us 
“good bye” while they were on 
their way to school. Even when 


we were finally ready to go, 
there were still lots of 4-C 
members in the street and 
neighbors peeping around their 
doors. 

So we said "good bye” to all 
our friends and experiences 
which we had had over the two 
years in Tecoluca - friends and 
experiences that we will never 
forget. 

It was sad, but it was not like 
we would never see them again, 
as we were transferring to 
Santa Tecla, a small progressive 
city just six miles west of the 
capitol.

School Board Reports on 
Sumpter Facilities Repair 


Sumpter Students in Action

BELLEVILLE - The 
uinpter Elementary School, 
ocated at 23501 Sumpter 
Koad, has undergone a major 
•conditioned program. James 
l.gan, business manager of the 
\ an Buren School District 
reported this week. 

The school building was 
taken over by the Van Buren 
School System, when State 
Board of Education officials 
ordered the split-up of the 
impoverished Sumpter School 
District among its four 
cent school districts last 
June. 

An investigation of the 
structure by the Van Buren 
School Board at the start of 
this school year brought 
revelations that in many 
respects then the building was 
not fit or adequate for the 
welfare of students and 
teaching staffs. Some 330 
students are now attending the 
elementary school. 

The roof on the building was 
in bad need of repair as well as 
heating equipment. Extensive 
repairs were called for in areas 
of piping, sewer system and in 
some of the classrooms. 

So far the School Board had 
authorized the expenditure of 
some of $50,000, including 
$30,000 for a new roof. 

The roof project was handled 
through the submission of bids 
by roofing contractors. 


Egan reported that 
everything in the school 
building has been remodeled 
except office and a front hall 
that extend across the front of 
the building. This and outside 
painting, when weather 
permits, as well as landscaping, 
is to be taken care of later on. 

The School Board instituted 
court litigation last summer 
and prior to official take over 
of its portion of the Sumpter 
School District. The suit asked 
the court to determine the 
financial responsibilities 
involved. 

Some $450,000 was 
recommended to be paid to the 
Van Buren School District by 
the State Board of Education 
Reorganization Corhmittee. 
The money is yet to be 


appropriated. The lower court 
held ugainst the school board, 
where an appeal is pending. 

Meanwhile the local school 
officials took over their 
obligation in “good faith. “ 

“We have gone all-out in 
seeing that the Sumpter 
students get a good education, 
Egan said “We went ahead and 
prepared the school building so 
that students would have a 
decent, warm, comfortable 
place to have classes," he 
added. 

The Sumpter School is a 
one-s‘ory building and at 
present has 1 6 class rooms plus 
a portable classroom. The 
structure also houses a 
multi-purpose room, kitchen 
and various offices.

Alert Issued 
On Tax Law 


Local government officials 
again issued a reminder this 
week that it’s time for eligible 
senior citizens to apply for 
their property tax reduction 
under Michigan’s Homestead 
Tax Exemption Law, which 
saves more people more money 
each year. 

Last year this law meant an 
average saving of $104 to 
184.000 senior citizens. The 
state spent $19,300,000 
reimbursing local units of 
government for the tax loss. 

All eligible Michigan 
homeowners who are 65 years 
of age and over will need to file 
an affidavit at their local 
assessor’s office for a tax 
reduction for their 1969 taxes. 
Those who applied last year 
must file again. 

♦ • * 

APPLICANTS MAY file 
between Jan. 2 and sometime 
in March, a date set by each 
local assessor’s office. There 
are no lien provisions attached 


to the Homestead Tax 
Exemption Act, and there will 
be no attempt by state or local 
governments to collect from 
the heirs or otherwise attach 
the property. 

Michigan residents of more 
than five years, aged 65 or 
over, are eligible for the 
exemption if their homestead 
and real property tax value 
does not exceed $10,000, state 
equalized, and their gross 
income docs not top $5,000. It 
was previously reported that 
real property tax value was not 
to exceed $20,000. 

Each applicant must supply a 
deed, land contract, or 
mortgage, a birth certificate or 
other legal proof of age; a 
recent tax bill or bills for all 
real property owned; and his 
social security number. 

He should be prepared to 
give the true cash value of 
property owned out of the 
state of Michigan, and a 
statement of income.

Walter A Sahli, District 
Director of the Detroit 
Immigration and 
Naturalization Service office 
reported that the information 
furnished by aliens in reporting 
their addresses has been 
declared confidential by 
statute. 

These reports must be 
submitted during January each 
year by all aliens in the United 
States, with a few exceptions. 

Forms on which to submit 
the reports are available at any 
Post Office or office of the 
Immigration and 
Naturalization Service. 

Persons who are unable to 
pick up a form because of 
illness, or other reasons, may 
have a relative or friend obtain 
a card for them. 

The card should be returned 
to one of these offices. Parents 
or guardians of aliens under 1 4 
years of age submit reports for 
such children.

The Plumbing & Heating 
Industry of Detroit, whose 
spokesman is Jim Mason, 
executive secretary, said that 
contractors were advising home 
owners and others occupying 
rented house* to check their 
heating systems now, and. 
where necessary, to take 
certain simple steps themselves 
to avoid breakdowns while the 
heavy load is on the plant. 
Here are some of these steps 
suggested by Mason: 

• Stop air leakage around doors, 
windows, storm doors and other 
openings by fastening them 
securely or using felt-type weather 
stripping to fill the cracks. 

• Check attics, basements and 
,crawl spaces and close off or cover 
'vents or ventilators. 

• Keep close check on boiler 
water level so that heat doesn’t cut 
off automatically. Clean dirty, 
clogged filters or replace them, to 
give your thermostats a chance to 
work for you. 

• Close off rooms where no one 

is using them. Add humidity with a 
humidifier or use a vaporizer, boil 
water on stove or turn on the hot 
sh ower occasionally.

Test Ruling 

East Lansing - The Mount 
Morris unit of the Michigan 
Education Association has filed 
suit in Genesee County Circuit 
Court to test a recent attorney 
general’s opinion that school 
boards cannot legally pay 
certain fringe benefits to 
teachers.

An "Inter-Citia* " Cage League 

What do you do if you have one good Class A or Class B 
basketball team and want to play recreation ball? And what do 
you do if the city you're in doesn't have enough teams to form 
a league? 

These were the questions which were tossed back and forth 
between Ray Wiacek, head of the Garden City Parks and 
Recreation Department, and myself. 

Wiacek apparently has a solution. 

"I feel that we should join with some of the other cities in 
the area and organize an ‘Inter-Cities League',” he said. ‘‘We’re 
experimenting this season with Inkster and we hope to enlarge 
the project by next year. 

Inkster, a team from Inkster, that is, is presently playing 
against Garden City teams. 

The idea, of course, is not a new one. But it has never really 
been put to work. Westland, Wayne, Garden City, Inkster all 
have excellent players who, after completing high school, 
usually can't find a team to play with. 

Wayne, in fact, hasn’t had a Senior Basketball program 
working for some time mainly because there aren’t enough 
teams to form a league. Usually one or two teams pop up and 
then fizz when others don't show. 

It’s about time the recreation department got together and 
worked out a program for these "cage-dropouts”. 

Junior High School Wrestling 

And it "ain’t” a secret that the success some high schools are 
having in wrestling is due to an adequate junior high school 
mat program. Trenton, Ypsilanti, Garden City, and many 
others pulled away from Wayne because boards of educations 
realized the dire need of such programs.

"We needed that program in order to survive," said Ray 
Rafford, head mat coach at Wayne Memorial High.

traveled on land fu ter than all 
but a handful of others, will be 
the next speaker at the 17th 
annual Sports, Cars in Review 
at the Henry Ford Museum. On 
Friday, January 24, Mickey 
Thompson, one of the most 
famous names in racing ahd 
speed record circles, will 
discuss his experiences behind 
the wheel of some of the 
world's fastest cars. 

Though he Is known 
primarily as a speed driver, 
Thompson also has proved his 
engineering competence in 
numerous speed projects. 
Working on cars and engines 
has been his first love since 
high school. He was one of the 
first men to take up drag racing 
seriously and has been one of 
the sport's foremost 
innovators. He is credited with 
building the first "slingshot” 
dragster. 

A number of Thompson-en- 
gineered vehicles have run the 
Bonneville Salt Flats course 
since 1951, usually with 
Thompson himself behind the 
wheel. In the fall of 1960, 
Thompson pushed his famous 
Challenger I, powered by four 
automobile engines, to a 
one-way speed of 406.60 mph. 

Mickey Thompson today 
heads his'own speed equipment 
firm in Long Beach, California. 
His illustrated lecture will deal 
with the excitement and 
dangers of speed driving As 
the first man to top officially 
150 mph in the quarter mile 
and the first to exceed 400 


mph on land, he knows the 
thrill of racing against men and 
clocks. His experiences as a

SUMPTER - A new program 
of free adult education will be 
offered for the first time in 
out-County Wayne.

The courses offered are 
designed to meet the widest 
possible range of educational 
need, including subjects like 
English for the foreign-born 


who may never have attended 
an American school or who 

may be seeking citizenship.

THE BASIC courses begin at 
the early grade school level 
where reading, writing and 
arithmetic are taught. High 
school drop-outs may elect 
courses required for 
completion of their work and 
graduation. 

Vocational courses such as 
drafting, blueprint reading, 
typing or preparing for careers 
jn health services are also 
included in this new school for 
adults. 

In adult * continuing 


education, most students may 
receive extra credit toward 
high school graduation because 
of military service, job 
experience and standardized 
testing in the program itself. 
Diplomas for the out-Wayne 
County Continuing Education 
for Adults will be issued by the 
Highland Park Board of 
Education.

An Ordinance to adopt by reference the Uniform 

Traffic Code for Michigan Cities, Townships and 

Villages. 

The TOWNSHIP OF SUMPTER ordains: 

Sec. 1 CODE ADOPTED 

The Uniform Traffic Code for cities, townships and 
Villages promulgated by the Commissioner of State 
Police on February 14, 1958 and published in 
Supplement No. 13, and as amended both on 
February 14, 1961 and published in Supplement No. 
25, and on February 26, 1968 and published in 
Supplement No. 54, to the 1954 Michigan 
Administrative Code, in accordance with Public Act 
62 of 1956, State of Michigan, is hereby adopted by 
reference. 

Sec. 2. REFERENCES IN CODE 
References in the Uniform Traffic Code for Michigan 
Cities, Townships and Villages to “governmental unit” 
shall mean the Township of Sumpter. 

Sec. 3. NOTICE TO BE PUBLISHED 
The Sumpter Township Clerk shall publish this 
ordinance in the manner required by law and shall at 
the same time publish a supplementary notice setting 
forth the purpose of the said Uniform Traffic Code 
and of the fact that complete copies of the Code are 
available at the office of the Clerk for inspection by 
and distribution to the public at all times. 

Sec. 4. CONFLICTING ORDINANCES REPEALED 
All other ordinances inconsistent with the provisions 
of the Uniform Traffic Code are, to the extent of such 
inconsistency, hereby repealed. 

Sec. 5. EFFECTIVE DATE 

This ordinance is hereby declared to have been 
adopted by the Township Board of the Township of 
Sumpter, Wayne County. Michigan, at the regular 
meeting held on the 14th day of January, 1969, and 
ordered to be given publication in the manner 
prescribed by law, and shall be effective upon the 
expiration of thirty (30) days from date of 
publication.

An ordinance to adopt by reference the Uniform 

Traffic Code for Michigan Cities, Townships and 

Villages. 

The Township of Huron ordains: 

Sec. 1 . CODE ADOPTED 

The Uniform Traffic Code for cities, townships and 
villages promulgated by the Commissioner of the 
State Police on February 14, 1958 and published in 
Supplement No. 13, and as amended both on 
February 14, 1961 and published in Supplement 
No. 25, and on February 26, 1968 and published in 
Supplement No. 54, to the 1954 Michigan 
Administrative Code, in accordance with Public Act 
62 of 1956, State of Michigan, is hereby adopted by 
reference as in this ordinance modified. 

Sec. 2. REFERENCES IN CODE 

References in the Uniform Traffic Code for 
Michigan Cities, Townships and Villages to 
“governmental unit” shall mean the Township of 
Huron. 

Sec. 3. NOTICE BE PUBLISHED 

The Township Clerk shall publish this ordinance in 
the manner required by law and shall at the same 
time publish a supplementary notice setting forth 
the purpose of the said Uniform Traffic Code and of 
the fact that complete copies of the Code are 
available at the office of the Clerk for inspection by 
and distribution to the public at all times. 

Sec. 4. PRIOR CONSISTENT AND/OR 

INCONSISTENT ORDINANCES OR LAWS 

Any Ordinance or traffic laws heretofore applicable 
to this Township no matter by whom promulgated, 
where not inconsistent to the provision of the 
Uniform Traffic Code shall be obeyed, and those 
ordinances or laws inconsistent with the provisions 
of the Uniform Traffic Code are, to the extent of 
Such inconsistency, hereby repealed. 

Sec. 5. FINES AND PENALTIES FOR GUILTY 

PLEAS 

Guilty pleas entered for violations of the Uniform 
Traffic Code shall be subject to fines and or 
penalties as are set forth by Huron Township 
Resolution. 

Sec. 6. WHEN EFFECTIVE 

The Uniform Traffic Code will be in effect in this 
governmental unit thirty (30) days after the passage 
and publication of this adopting ordinance.

Described as a “mini-craft" 
by its manufacturer, Marine 
Unlimited, Inc. of Warren, 
Mich., the Sting-Ray will be 
shown in both inboard and 
outboard models.

TWO BOATS that fly also 
are part of the spectacle. 

One is the Sports Hover 
Craft. Made in California, the 
boat floats like a raft with its 
engine idling. Rev it up and it 
rises a few inches on a cushion 
of air. It can go up a 30 per 
cent grade, turn on a dime, and 
go over land or water equally 
well. 



Because the Hover Craft is 
considered more boat than 
aircraft it carries boating 
registration numbers on each 
bow, as any other boat. 

The other air-and-water 
vehicle is the Hydrocopter. 
Shown by K. R. Rotorcraft of 
Dearborn Heights. Mich., the 
craft carries a 20-ft. helicopter 
rotor. Towed by a boat, it rises 
like a glider when air speed 
reaches 20 mph. Hooked up to 
a small engine - such as a 
1600-cc Volkswagen - the 
Hydrocopter can be flown like 
a helicopter. Then the operator 
needs a student permit from 
the FAA. 

The Hydrocopter comes in 
kit form. Both an assembled 
machine and a kit will be 
shown at the boat show, along 
with demonstrations of how to 

install an engine.
